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Council appeals 

for park support

BOROUGH councillors must 
“allow Haverhill to move for¬ 
ward” and give revised plans for 
a retail park on the town’s out¬ 
skirts the green light. 

That's the message from one town 
councillor after he and his coll¬ 
eagues threw their unanimous 
support behind plans for the former 
Project Office Furniture site. 

At a planning meeting this week, coun¬ 
cillors said they were impressed by the 
revised plans for the site in Ehringshausen 
Way after the developer’s last proposal was 
rejected. 

But for it to become reality, St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council must ratify the 
decision - which may prove a sticking point 
given its previous opposition. In the past, 
both councils had raised concerns that HPG 
Development’s proposal would prove 
detrimental to High Street retailers. 

Phillip French, town councillor for South 
ward, said the developer’s presentation 
exceeded expectations, adding: “It is a very 
exciting project. Nobody spoke against it. 

“We have made it very clear to St Ed- 
mundsbury that this is what we want and 
what Haverhill needs. 

“The borough councillors seem to be 
trying to wrap die town centre up in cotton 
wool but we have to have some competition.

WITH the London Marathon 
just days away, local runners 
are embarking on their final 
push for fundraising and 
training before the event. 

Martin Balmer, deputy 
manager at Haverhill’s 
Sainsbury’s store in 
Hanchett End, will be one of 
36,000 in this year’s 26-mile 
endurance test - and is 
running for the Stroke 
Association. 

The 53-year-old said: “I 
lost my father from a stroke 
and my mother from related 
high blood pressure, so the 
charity means a lot. 

“This is the fourth 
marathon in a row I have 
done and I am very excited. 

It is a great day and the 
atmosphere is tremendous.” 

This year Martin, who 
previously ran for the study 
of infant deaths, will be 
running with son John, 33, 


for the first time and wants 
to break the five hour mark. 

He said: “John will have to 
keep up with me - not the 
other way round.”

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A year on from his 
newborn son 
being diagnosed 
with a life threatening 
liver disease, a father is 
determined to run the 
London Marathon to 
support the charity that 
has helped his family 
cope during a tortuous 
12 months. 


Mark Howell, of 
Horseheath, will take to the 
streets on Sunday in a bid to 
raise £5,000 for Children’s 
Liver Disease Foundation 
(CLDF), which helped Freddie 
after he was diagnosed with 
the rare and life threatening 
biliary atresia. 

Mark, running the 
marathon for the second time, 
praised the first-class care and 
early surgery Freddie received 
at Kings College Hospital in 
Cambridge. The youngster is 
now healthy and has just 
celebrated his first birthday. 

The UK and Ireland director 
for wireless network specialists 
Meru Networks said: “We have 
two other healthy children - 
Evie who is 4 and Harry, 3 - so 
finding out that Freddie had a 
liver disease was a real shock. 

“We wanted to find out as 
much as we could about his 
condition and that’s where 
CLDF came in. It’s very 
daunting to think that your

child has a condition like this 
but you need all the facts and 
you need support and that’s 
what CLDF gives us.” 

On February 27 last year, 
Mark’s wife Emily gave birth to 
a seemingly healthy Freddie, 
but on March 31 was asked by 
her midwife to have her baby 
checked in Addenbrooke’s, 
Cambridge, after he failed to 
put on weight. 

Following ultrasounds on 
his liver, Freddie received a 
liver biopsy at Kings, and 
shortly afterwards consultants 


confirmed his condition. 

Biliary atresia is an 
extremely rare condition and 
affects just 20 to 40 children a 
year in the UK and often 
results in transplantation. 

Mark said of the 26-mile 
challenge: “I may not put in a 
record time but whatever it 
takes, I’ll finish it - I’ve really 
got something to run for this 
time.” 

Catherine Arkley, chief 
executive of CLDF, added: 
“Each day in the UK, two 
children will be diagnosed 


with a liver disease. CLDF is 
dedicated to supporting those 
children and their families, 
providing information to 
healthcare professionals and 
funding research into all 
aspects of childhood liver 
disease. 

“We rely on fundraising for 
75 per cent of our income so 
are delighted that Mark has 
chosen to run the London 
Marathon for us.”

“We just really want to see it go ahead. 
People need to remember that this town is 
growing fast in population and we need to 
move with it.” 

The design for the site incorporates two 
large retails units and one smaller unit, 
which planners say will sell bulk goods. 
There is also room for a McDonald’s 
restaurant, a builders’ merchants and further 
warehouse space, rumoured to be taken up 
by DIY outlet, Wickes. More than 250 jobs 
could be created. 

Pat Hanlon, East ward town councillor, 
said he hoped the borough will feel its 
concerns have also been met by the new 
design. 

He said: “The two big shops and one 
smaller one are now going to be different 
than what had been said before. They will be 
selling bulk goods and shouldn’t damage 
town shops - we will be able to attract big 
name stores. 

“The site will be landscaped, kept tidy and 
kept clean. It will hopefully boost the town. 
We want to stop people going to Cambridge 
and Bury for their shopping and keep them 
in Haverhill. 

“It seems that the officers at the borough 
council are in support, and hopefully the 
councillors will take notice of the town 
council’s decision and give it the go ahead 
and allow Haverhill to move forward.” 

Karen Richardson, a town and borough 
councillor for Haverhill East, said: “We are 
lucky to have councillors from Haverhill in 
the [borough] planning committee, along¬ 
side people from elsewhere. 

“Personally, I would welcome new emp¬ 
loyment opportunities for Haverhill." 

HPG Developments told the meeting it 
could start work on the site by Christmas if 
the plans were approved by the develop¬ 
ment control committee on April 28.

Committee says no evidence to 
back anti-social behaviour claims

A FAST food outlet can now 
stay open until 2am each 
day - despite objections 
from residents and the 
concerns of police officers. 

The KFC restaurant and take¬ 
away, in Ehringhausen Way, Hav¬ 
erhill, has been granted an exten¬ 
sion to its opening hours after St 
Edmunsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee 
ruled there was not enough evi¬ 
dence to support a refusal. 

Fears that Haverhill’s ongoing 
anti-social behaviour problems 
will worsen led to a number of 
objections being raised at the 
meeting, but they were not deem¬ 
ed relevant to the application. 

Conservative borough coun¬ 
cillor for Haverhill North, Anne 
Gower attended the meeting and 
objected on behalf on concerned 
constituents, who were also 
represented by members of 
Chalkstone Tenants’ and Resi¬ 
dents’ association. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr 
Gower said: “The committee 
decided that there was no supp¬ 
orting body of evidence for the 


complaints and there was 
nothing the planning committee 
could do but accept the 
application.” 

Police officers werealso 
worried about the eatery 
becoming another hotspot for 
anti-social behaviour in the town. 
They said they had been called to 
the premises on a number of occ¬ 
asions, most recently in late 
January, to deal with misbehaving 
youths. 

But the committee heard that 
these cases had taken place pre¬ 
dominantly in the early evening 
and were therefore not relevant to 
the extended opening hours. 

The new hours will apply for six 
months - a reduction on the 12- 
month recommended trial period 
- before it can be considered for a 
permanent extension. 

Cllr Gower added: “I accepted 
the approval for six months and 
we will see what effect the 
extension of opening hours will 
have on anti-social behaviour. 

“I would now ask residents to 


monitor and report any incidents 
but they must be directly related 
to KFC and its opening hours.” 

Ishtiaq Rabbani, manager of 
KFC in Haverhill, said: “We are 
very pleased to have extended 
our hours - it is good for us and 
our late night customers. 

“We accept we had problems 
with kids three of four months 
ago but since then, by working 
with the police, we have not had 
any problems and expect this to 
continue.” 

KFC, which is adjacent to the 
fire station and close to the 
leisure centre and cinema, has 
already operated until 2am on 
Fridays and Saturdays, and until 
midnight every other day, since 
May 2009. 

There were no objections to the 
extra hours from environmental 
health officers or the town 
council. 

The distance to the nearest

Head supports 
academies bid 


MORE schools in Suffolk 
will be able to apply for 
academy status after a new 
Government initiative was 
launched this week. 

The move follows the increasing 
demand over the last year from 
headteachers across the UK for 
their school to become an acad¬ 
emy - during March 162 schools 
became academies, taking the 
current total to 629 with a further 
473 in the pipeline. 

Suffolk already has four acad¬ 
emies, including Samuel Ward 
Academy in Chalkstone Way, 
Haverhill, which gained academy 
status in 2010, but there are 
expected to be many more in 
years to come. 

Until now only schools which 
Ofsted judged as ‘outstanding’ or 
‘good with outstanding features’ 
were able to apply for conversion, 
while others had to apply in part¬ 
nership with stronger establish¬ 
ments. 

However, the Coalition now says 
it will consider applications from 
any school that can make a comp¬ 
elling case based on exam per¬ 
formance, Ofsted reports, and, 
where applicable, support special 
needs.

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Academies were designed by the 
last Labour government to allow 
publicly-funded schools to oper¬ 
ate independently from local 
politics, giving parents and 
governors more of a say over how 
children are taught. 

Howard Lay, headteacher at 
Samuel Ward, said: “Being an 
academy has given us much 
greater freedom. 

“There is more energy on where 
we can take the school - we can 
implement decisions quicker and 
there is more flexibility with what 
we teach. 

“There is, of course, more resp¬ 
onsibility now, especially finan¬ 
cially, but we continue to get 
better and have really developed 
the Samuel Ward brand.” 

He added that he thought it was 
only a matter of time before Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College, in Eastern Avenue, foll¬ 
owed in Samuel Ward’s footsteps - 
and said he feared almost all 
secondary schools in Suffolk 
would become academies before 
long. 

However, Graham White, Suffolk

rep for the National Union of 
Teachers, said he was deeply 
concerned about the trend across 
the county. 

He said: “My main worry is that 
academies will move away from 
national paying conditions set in 
state education for our members. 
There is a lot of potential for harm. 

“There is also less accountability 
to the local community, and there 
is no proof at all that schools 
improve with academy status.” 

In the east of England, acad¬ 
emies already make up more than 
17 per cent of all secondary 
schools, while more than 22 per 
cent of maintained secondary 
schools in the region have applied 
to convert.

Facts we should 
be aware of 

Sir, On May 5, we are able to elect 
councillors to reform Haverhill town 
and St Edmundsbury borough 
councils and, having attended many 
town council meetings, I think it 
appropriate to make the following 
comments. 

If you do not intent to vote that is your 
choice. If, however, you are interested 
in local affairs there are some facts 
about which you should be aware: 

■ Haverhill Town Council consists of 
16 councillors who receive no 
payment and a clerk who is salaried. A 
third of the present councillors were 
co-opted and not elected. Borough 
and county councillors do receive an 
allowance. 


■ Haverhill Town Council meetings 
are conducted to a strict procedure 
and members of the public are only 
allowed to speak during time allotted 
for public forum. Questions put by the 
public are usually answered by the 
clerk either at the time or by letter. 

■ To comply with the wish of Mr 
Cameron that we play a greater role in 
local government, some changes are 
needed to the conduct of the town 
council. We need to be not only better 
informed of what is being done on our 
behalf but to have a greater 
opportunity for our views to be 
considered. 

With this in mind I suggest these 
observations are considered: 

1. A vital duty of the town clerk is to 
advise and give full guidance to 
council on financial, legal and 
procedural matters. Unfortunately, 
due in many instances to 
inexperience, councillors have relied 
too much on the clerk. For example, it 


is he and not the council leader who 
reports to the press. 

2. No report by a borough or county 
councillor is given at council meetings. 
It must be assumed that county 
councillors voted to agree with the 
cuts to the funding of various services, 
so why not come to us and justify their 
actions. 

3. There should be a greater 
opportunity for our opinions to be 
considered before major decisions are 
made. 

4. We elect councillors, not the clerk. 

5. Their duty is to heed his expertise, 
listen more to us, debate the issue and 
agree a decision. 

I urge you to vote for someone whom 
you consider to truly represent your 
views, and for you to be more involved 
in what your representatives are doing 
on your behalf.

Illegal worker slept 
in cellar under store 


AN ILLEGAL immigrant 
has been caught working in 
a town convenience store 
by the UK Border Agency. 

Immigration officers raided the 
Primrose Mini Market in Camps 
Road, Haverhill, on Monday, April 
4 after checks had revealed that a 
member of staff had no per¬ 
mission to be in the country. 

The 34-year-old Indian man 
gave a false name to officers when 
they searched the premises but 
his fingerprints showed that he 
had overstayed a visitor’s visa. 

The search of the Primrose Hill 
property also revealed the man

was living on site. Officers found a 
makeshift bed in the cellar, 
among the shop’s stock. 

lack Davis, chief immigration 
officer, said: “In illegal working 
cases like this it is often not only 
the immigration offenders who 
face serious consequences. 

“Businesses that knowingly 
employ people with no right to 
work in the UK or who fail to 
carry out mandatory pre-emp¬ 
loyment checks are also in 
trouble. Fines of up to £10,000 per 


illegal worker can be imposed on 
companies that break the law.” 

Mr Davis added that details of 
the man’s living conditions would 
be passed onto St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s environmental 
health department.” 

The store must now prove that 
the correct checks were made on 
the individual or it will face a 
hefty fine. Meanwhile, the offend¬ 
er is awaiting his removal from 
the UK.

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Fire cuts a 
‘danger to 
our safety’ 


FIREFIGHTERS have 
called frontline budget 
cuts the “most damaging 
and dangerous ever seen 
in Suffolk” - and are 
demanding that the 
Government invests in, 
rather than cuts, local 
fire and rescue services. 

If the Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil plans go ahead, Haverhill 
will be left with no full-time 
firefighters at weekends, 
having serious repercussions 
on a growing town, according 
to the Fire Brigade’s Union 
(FBU). 

An 8,000 word document, 
prepared by FBU members, 
has been circulated around the 
county and uses Haverhill Fire 
Station as one case study. 

Andy Message, acting brig¬ 
ade secretary, said: “We have 
consulted our members who 
are the uniformed profess¬ 
ionals in various levels of the 
service and we have submitted 
a full response to the fire cuts 
proposals on their behalf. 

“And when our members are 
worried, the public should 
worry too.” 

While Haverhill Fire Station 
will not be closed and its fire 
engines are to remain, the FBU 
said the town will suffer if it 
relies purely on part-timers 
and volunteers. 

The response reads: “Suffolk 
County Council’s research has 
stated that between the hours 
of 8am and 6pm on Saturdays 
and Sundays, the public will 
have to wait just over four 
minutes more for a fire engine 
to arrive.

“But four minutes meant a 
great deal to the owner of a 
business in Boundary Road, 
Haverhill on Saturday, March 
12 when full-time firefighters 
were able to respond immed¬ 
iately to a large fire.” 

The FBU added that quick 
response to traffic collisions 
was also vital, stating that 
“fires and other accidents are 
not a Monday to Friday, 9 to 5 
thing.” 

A bitter pill to swallow for 
the union is the knowledge 
that Haverhill firefighters’ 
preventive work in the comm¬ 
unity may have justified the 
cuts in part, due to the lack of 
fires in the town, but the FBU 
said their valuable community 
work would be a huge loss. 

The letter continues: “Hav¬ 
erhill Fire Station has a long 
tradition of carrying out a 
great deal of proactive work in 
the community and has made 
incidents less frequent, not 
only at weekends during the 
day, but also at night and 
during the working week. 

“Removing the full-time 
firefighters at weekends will 
leave a gap in advice, will 
mean fewer visits to the homes 
of vulnerable people and leave 
the community less safe than 
it is today.” 

Suffolk County Council 
claims the cuts were forced 
upon them when its grants 
were drastically reduced by the 
Coalition Government at a 
time of austerity, but will not 
mean a reduction in public 
safety.

A minx in the mix of 
Christie's whodunit 



IT’S impossible to be sniffy with 
Ali Bastian. She may be two 
hours late to our interview, but 
she is all politeness when her call 
finally connects for our chat. 

“I’m so sorry for calling you so 
late,” she breathes, her voice full of 
genuine concern. “My boiler broke just 
as we were due to start and I had to get 
a man round...” 

No problem, I assure her - we’ve all 
been there. Actually, the idea that the 
glamorous actress/queen of the 
ballroom is stricken down with 
domestic appliance issues like the rest 
of us is rather endearing. 

This down-to-earth warmth, evident 
particularly throughout her successful 
run on Strictly Come Dancing in 2009, 
has gained Bastian a lot of fans. 

Bastian is soon to arrive in 
Cambridge as part of the cast of the 
Agatha Christie Theatre Company’s 
production of Verdict, a tense murder- 
mystery following the fortunes of an 
idealistic professor and his invalid 
wife. 

The brilliant Professor Hendryk 
leads a content and morally upstanding 
life, but his world is turned upside- 
down when the prospect of life-saving 
treatment for his invalid wife persuades 
him to take on a new pupil against his 
better judgement; the spoilt, conniving 
minx Helen. 

“The tour is going great,” Bastian, 
who plays Helen, says eagerly. “Full 
houses everywhere we’ve gone which 
has been fantastic. It’s a really tun play,

before. And it’s different from 
Christie’s other plays - it isn’t your 
typical murder mystery. The murder 
actually takes place on stage ... I hope 
that’s not giving too much away!” 

Known mainly for her television 
work (she played Pc Sally Armstrong 
in The Bill and Becca Dean in 
Holly oaks), Bastian is clearly enjoying 
the challenge of being part of a stage 
company. 

“I’ve done a lot of telly work, which 
I enjoy, but it’s a very different way of 
working. It’s all so quick and you often 
don’t have time to rehearse. Whereas in 
something like this you’ve got time - 
which I think is the real difference - to 
really get inside the play and explore it. 
I feel like it’s a good learning curve.” 

Bastian’s Helen is a much more 
devious, villanous character than any 
she’s played before. 

“She’s quite dark and a very 
resourceful young lady: she’s described 
as a bit of a minx,” Bastian says. “She’s 
very spoiled and has always had her 
own way, so when somebody says no 
to her it doesn't go down very well.”

CARLOS Saldanha, director of 
the Ice Age films, ventures to 
sunnier climes for this joyous 
computer-animated romantic 
comedy. 

Set to intoxicating Brazilian 
rhythms and bursting with 
colour, Rio follows the same 
template as Ice Age, 
introducing us to a menagerie 
of wacky and neurotic critters 
whose fates rest in the balance. 
Slapstick comedy comes from 
a gang of monkeys, who pick 
the pockets of unsuspecting 
tourists, and a bulldog suffering 
from excessive saliva. 

Drool is cool as the mangy mutt 
and his chums prove that 
teamwork can overcome any 
obstacle and unite the entire 
feathered and furry cast for a 
song-and-dance number over 
the end credits. 

Blu (voiced by Jesse 
Eisenberg) is a domesticated 
blue macaw who lives in 
relative luxury in the sleepy 
community of Moose Lake, 
Minnesota. One day Brazilian 
conservationist Tulio (Rodrigo 
Santoro) arrives in Moose Lake 
to ask Blu’s owner Linda to take 


Blu to Rio de Janeiro so the 
rare bird can mate with the only 
known female blue macaw, 
Jewel (Anne Hathaway). 

She and Blu head to South 
America, which is in the grip of 
carnival season. But no sooner 
has Blu met Jewel than the 
birds are kidnapped by greedy 
animal smugglers led by Marcel 
(Carlos Ponce). 

While Blu is a scaredy cat 
resigned to his fate, Jewel 
orchestrates a daring escape 
bid, evading the clutches of the 
smuggler’s feathered sidekick, 
a conniving cockatoo called 
Nigel (Jemaine Clement). 

Blu and Jewel must rely on the 
help of a toucan called Rafael 


(George Lopez) and wise¬ 
cracking city birds Pedro 
(Will.i.am) and Nico (Jamie 
Foxx) to find their way back to 
Linda and Tulio. 

Rio treads a familiar and 
predictable path but does so in 
style, opening with a glorious 
aerial sequence through the 
Brazilian rainforests where birds 
soar and swoop in 
choreographed formations. 

Eisenberg has his character’s 
neuroses down pat, Hathaway 
is gleeful as the feisty heroine 
while Clement has a ball as the 
feathered fiend whose tongue- 
in-cheek dialogue is littered with 
puns and delightful alliterations.

“Keep it simple,” he advises. 
“You can make it interesting 
without it being fussy. Have good 
clean lines and interesting angles. 

“Consider if it’s worth having a 
lawn at all. Bear in mind if it’s 
going to be big enough to be able 
to sit on and to be able to mow. 
Can you manoeuvre a lawn 
mower around it and easily 
dispose of the clippings? 

“If the answer’s no to all of 
this, then go for a different 
surface, whether it’s gravel or 
paving or decking.” 

Seating is likely to be the

biggest priority, he observes. 

“Look at your plot to find out 
where the path of the sun is 
because the most important thing 
for most people in the garden is 
where they're going to sit. 

“Work out the place that will be 
most convenient, whether you 
want to sit in the sun or the shade. 
You may need your patio to be at 
the bottom of the garden rather 
than next to the house. 

“Always make the seating area 
bigger than you think you'll need 
because once you put a table and 
four chairs out there and you’ve 
pulled them out you don't want to 
be falling over the edge.” 

There are ways to make a small 
garden look bigger, he adds. 


Hiding your boundary with 
plants can increase the sense of 
space, while placing a small 
statue at the end of a narrow path 
will make the distance seem 
greater because your eyes want to 
believe the statue is life size. 

“Allow yourself some space. 
Gaps in an enclosed space 
encourage you to look through 
them into the space beyond, while 
looking from an open area into a 
densely planted one can give a 
sense of infinity. 

“A blend of open and enclosed 
spaces will enable you to blur the 
boundaries of your plot and make 
your small garden seem more 
spacious.” 

Focal points are also important 
and a few large features are better 
than many small ones in a small 
space, says Titchmarsh. 

“Don't think that because 
you've got a small garden you 
can't have anything of stature. Tall 
plants are fine as long as they're 
not spreading out too much or 
shading the garden or filling it 
with lots of foliage. 

“Tall plants draw your eye up 
and out into the world beyond and 
help to link the land with the sky.” 


Small trees, neat evergreens 
and shrubs which can be pruned 
to appear tree-like in outline are 
perfect structural plants for small 
gardens. 

Colour won’t need to be so 
prevalent in a small plot. 

“You’ll need less colour in a 
smaller garden. What’s more 
important is structure, form and 
perspective. I like to use 
evergreens because even in a tiny 
garden it gives it structure in 
winter. 

“Highlight the colour by giving 
it a good green background with 
foliage. Use colour more 
sparingly and it can still be 
effective.” 

Just because you have a small 
garden doesn’t mean you always 
have to go for dwarf plants, he 
adds. “Don’t feel that everything 
has to be squat, or you’ll end up 
with what looks like a tray of 
scones. Allow yourself one, two 
or three architectural plants.”
